By PERCY MACKAYE. 
URING the Autumn of 1920 I 
was called to a fellowship in 
poetry and drama at Miami 
et: in the little town of 
Oxford; Ohio, a few: miles from 
the border of Kentuciy. 

By. the gracious conditions of this fel- 
lowship, the first of its kind in America, 
it was desired simply that I should 
continue my oOWn. work as a poet and 
dtamatist,. informally in touch with the 
life of the university, where a studio 
had been built’ for me in a quiet grove 
of the campus. . So there, in my work, 
I plained to take up again a design, 
long’ sinice begun, ‘which the busy oc- 
cupations of crowded years had obliged 
me to put aside: 

That:design was to interpret {in plays 
and .poéms) certain: pative American 
backgrounds of our national life, far) 
from the life of cities, through personal 
observation of their natural and. human ‘ 
characteristics. . These mountain back- 
grounds, coliserving distinctive qualt- 
ties of pioneer traditions which have 
deeply inflirenced our character and 
destiny as.a people,*are comprised in 


‘the Bast within the range ‘of the Ap- 


palachians, exfending for fifteen hun- 
dred miles along the recently projected 
“Appalachian Trail,’”’ 

As earfy “as 1903 ‘I wrote the first of 
& group of plays concerning Northern 
phases of that ‘trail country in New 
England. Thesé, tater published as 
“Yankee Fantasies,’ have since been 
acted iti many quarters. 

But ‘en even richer Vein of folk life, 
only half~ttscovered, imminently men-.

Kefifucky moun- 
tains—an enchantment of more than 
mere superstition—a. living reality -of 
himan character -and- lore which: itself 
is fantasy, contrasted with this world 
of the printing -press, whose dominion 
ends at the ‘‘razor back” ridges of those

Accordingly, with the close of the uni- 
versity term in June, 1921, I prepared 
to set out on my quest,. with my wife 
and son, in response to’a friendly in- 
vitation of the Settlement School at 
Pine ‘Mountain, Kentucky, to «sojourn 
there as headquarters from which . to 
make trips of exploration into remote 
creeks and “‘bottoms’’. of the hinter-

Performers may book direct through the 
exchanges if.they have the time. anq feel 
that they algo ‘have business ability 
to do better for themselves than. the 
agents or actors’ representatives who do 
the booking for nine out of ten acta. 
The comparative few, however, who 
handle their own affairs are as @ rule 
standard acts with wide acquaintance 
with the booking men and theatré man- 
agérs..and like the personal contact in- 
volved in touring the. exchanges -for 
“time.” The experts who buy acta for 
the ‘theatres, booking through an ex- 
change, are called ‘‘booking men,” and 
it-ig their biiziness to provide vaudeville 
programs‘for the theatre whose enter- 
tainment is in their charge. The agents 
or actors’ representatives seli,-or en- 
deavor to sell the acts or their books 
to these men, one of whom may repre- 
sent a dozén important theatres. 

The best-known board of trade for 

} Vaudeville acts is the B, F. Keith Vaude- 
ville Exchange. Here scores of offices 
are devoted to the buying and selling of 
acts for the numerous: Keith theatres, 
the houses in the Orpheum Circuit, and 
other affiliated music halls. The main 
floor of the exchange is as busy as the 
Stock Exchange. It has its own private 
telephone and telegraph wires and every 
accessory of high pressure modern busi- 
ness. 

The booking men buying acts, for thea 
tres in New. York, Cléveland, Chicago, 
Méntreal, New Orileahs, Jacksonville, 
Duluth, Los Angeles, Portland, Me., and 
Portland, Ore., and scores of other cities, 
are at their desks with elaboraté special 
ledgefs or “‘books,’”’ ruled and. divided 
for each theatre for the season, ar- 
ranged to meet rtringent epecial require- 
ments of record and comparison. The 
agents representing ects come to them 
with their néatly prepared lists, tabu- 
lating the news.of the actors, the nature 
of their act, and their unbooked weeks 
for which they seek contracts. The 
booking meh call out:

Presently we see,another type of shop- 
lifter arraigned, two Italian giris, ac- 
cuped of pilfering $170 worth of goods 
in one trip to a single store.

Speyer opened thé first ‘Ittle clinic in 
an old one-story building In. Lafayette 
Street," in 1911, Wu Ting Was éo inter- 
ested that he developed a sore ear in 
order to Have the honor of béing the 
first patient; When they got home that 
night Wu Ting sat down in front of his 
mistress and made a remark. To igno- 
rant persons. unacquainted with dog lan- 
guage it sounded Tike a’ mere “Woof! 
Woot!” but Mrs. Speyer declared that 
he gaid: ... 

.“What's the matter with my organ-

In the first twelye months. the brigade 
turned. in more than $2,000,. and it wes 
decided to use the money toward the 
butiding of a'great hospital for animals. 
It is said that when conatruction, began 
the roll of honor, macribe® with the gen- 
erous dogs’ names, headed by that of 
Wu Ting Fang, the Brigadier Goreral, 
was placed under the cortiérstone of the 
hospital, along with a nicely polished 
bone contrijuted by the grateful bow- 
Wows of the tenements who had heen 
helped in the clinic. But this is tradi- 
tion. 

The second year of the. brigade's ca- 
reer brought a letter to Wu Ting 
signed ‘Nopsy Joe.’ It seid: . 

‘Dear Mr. Wu Ting Bang: I'm oniy 
a simple’ country cat—don't _growk 
please; I can't help being a cat—but I'm 
very much, interested in youb brigade, 
I. should fike to help the hospital for 
animals, Maybe you wouldn’t care te}

“Out of a total of 1,844 involuntary 
petitions,” announced ' the recent re- 
port of the Credit Men's prosecuting 
committee, “710 were filed by fifteen 
different attorneys or firms’ of attor- 
neys, and in 506 of these 710,cases they 
were’ the attorneys for the. petitioning 
creditors and acted as attorneys for the 
receiver.

“There are a number of offenses under 
which prosecution is brought in the 
court,” continued: Mr. Salomon, ‘“‘al- 
though the false financial statement 
leads the way. There are prosecutions 
for, forgery, false entries, concéalment 
of assets, issuing counterfeit: trade- 
narks, false advertisements and false 
Prospectuses.’' Cases of concealment of 
assets in bankruptcy. cases have been 
numerous; some of the. assets ranging 
well above $25,000. “Fotgery in making 
deliberately misleading entries in books 
has frequently beén encountered. Grand 
larceny has been charged when property 
has been procured through issuance 
of false statements. 

An idea of the esukilldt inad!’Se efadibore 
in this city through: bankruptcies is pre- 
sented in the figures compiled by .the 
Credit Men’s Association for the South- 
ern District of New -York last year. 
While the liabilities .in~1,000-odd cases 
ran well over six millions, a trifle under 
two million dollars was realized.

Friendly: cred- 
itors, it is charged, woulé'be induced. to 
assign their. claims. to ‘dummies who 
were stenographers or clerks ‘tn the of- 
fice of the attorneys bringing the peti- 
tions. -Ohe person in the “office of a 
éertain attorney, signed fifty-nine, such 
petitions, Another signed’: forty-two, a 
third: thirty-two. . One stenographer, aie 
cording to the report, signed her ‘mamé 
to-no less ‘than thirty-one petitions -with- 
out ‘having seen or communicatéd ‘with 
any créditor or person outside the office. 

“There is no doubt this practice ts 
not unusual and that stenographers have 
been ’ signing petitions in . bankruptcy 
upon’ the direction of the attorneys: by 
whom they are employed’ without ever 
having seen any written assignment of 
the’ claim or without even knowing 
whether the claim had actually. been 
assigned,’ declared the report... ‘‘There 
is no. doubt either that there have been 
many. instances of attorneys causing 
claims of creditors to be purchased. for 
the purpose of using the claims to bring 
bankruptcy ‘proceedings and that cred- 
itors have been offered payment of their 
claims in full if they would permit, the 
‘use -of _ their names as petitioners. in 
bankruptcy cases.’ 

In dealing\with the fact that receivers 
in bankruptcy almost.always appoint as 
their attorneys the ‘attorneys for the 
petitioning creditors, “which in friendly 
petitions usually means attorneys acting 
in behalf of the bankrupt, the report
